The Home owns 83 lots in Camparapet, a double 
cottage home on S. Rampart St., better known as the Old Home 
and the New Home at the corner of Robertson and Delachaise St" 
New Orleans. We have now in the new Home 20 inmates. The 
churches and friends in Now Orleans have donated in cash for the 
care of old people $576 and various other things such as v\earin^ 
apparel, fuel and groceries ; the city of New Orleans give $5 per 
month toward assisting to maintain the Home. There was re- 
ceived in the course of a year $100 on the T. J, Johnson note and 
irom : the Old Home in rent $ ; the above amount was ap- 
plied toward the payment of insurance on the buildings and $24 
on interest of note of $800 held against us by the Orphan Board 
of our conference and $76 on the principal thereby leaving note 
$224 ♦

We call upon our institutions everywhere to fulfill their high, 
and important ministry in behalf of the Church. We call upon 
parents to consecrate their children to Christ and his service and 
to give them the best education as a preparation for that service. 
And we call upon our young men and women to give them- 
selves fully to Christ for salvation and service, and to seek in a 
Christian college the highest training for the greatest usefulness. 
Our Church needs a thousand new men each year for the ministry 
alone. The Head of the Church is calling for the best. 

Gammon Theological Seminary. 

We are glad to learn of the continued prosperity of this school 
of the Prophets, we have had our interest awakened by the help 
some of our brethren of this conference have received in the years 
past and by the fact that our brethren and fellow laborer L. G. 
Adkinson, D. D , is now its honored President. We are glad 
that two of our young men are now enrolled among its students. 
The demands upon our ministry are becoming heavier every 
year and we earnestly advise all who can do so even by any reas- 
onable sacrifice to avail themselves of a course in this seminary. 

Gilbert Academy. 

We are impressed with the growth and prosperity of the work 
of Gilbert Industrial College, and the success attending the efforts 
put forth by the Freedmen Aid and Southern Education Society. 

We regard this plant as the hope of the church and people in 
its mission of up lift of the race. 

We ask for it therefore from the hand of the Society the fin- 
ancial encouragement that the work deserues to the end that its 
possibilities be so developed that our young men and women may 
be equipped to take their places in the world of this progressive 
age. 

We could not close this report without reference to W. D. 
Godman, D. D., President Emeritus, with all he has done and is 
still doing for this school. The work above all others which lies 
so closely to his heart and commend him and his approval to the 
to the favorable consideration to the philanthropist of the coun- 
try, we shall ever pray for him and his. 

We rocommend that the action of this report be re-armed in 
regard to Academies.
